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PREFACE 
BY THE REV. DR. SELWYN 


Dr. Tavior here offers a provisional reconstruction of what 
has come to be known among scholars as Proto-Luke. The 
discovery of this first draft of St. Luke’s Gospel, though it 
must still be regarded as hypothetical, is the most interesting 
product of recent literary criticism of the Gospels. The view 
that St. Luke used a special written source distinct from Mark 
for his narrative of the Passion was suggested many years 
ago; and in his The Gospel History and its Transmission (1906) 
Professor Burkitt gave reasons for thinking that this source 
may have been Q. More and more, however, the view seems 
to have prevailed that Q was not to this degree a “gospel,” 
but predominantly a collection of sayings; and a new turn was 
given to the Lucan problem by Canon Streeter, when, in an 
article in the Hvbbert Journal (October, 1921), he traced St. 
Luke’s special source right through the Gospel, and claimed it 
as in all probability the work of the Evangelist himself. This 
theory he elaborated a few years later in The Four Gospels 
(1924), where it becomes one of the main planks in the Four- 
Document hypothesis there advanced. Finally, there appeared 
last year Dr. Vincent Taylor’s more searching and detailed 
reconstruction of this document under the title of Behind the 
Third Gospel; and it is this reconstruction which we have 
asked Dr. Taylor to set out in full for the benefit of our 
readers. 

Let us consider what we have got, if the theory be well- 
founded. Dr. Streeter goes, on the whole, further than Dr. 
Taylor. He thinks that Proto-Luke “ was, and was originally 
intended as, a complete Gospel,’ and was written during the 
two years of St. Paul’s captivity at Caesarea (a.D. 57-59), and 
passed at least into “ private circulation ”’; whereas Dr. Taylor 
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would prefer to speak of a first draft, composed at Rome about 
A.D. 66, which was never published just because of its incom- 
pleteness. On the point of publication we think that Dr. 
Taylor’s view is more probably correct, and on the point of 
date, Dr. Streeter’s. A fact of crucial importance in the case 
is the Travel-document embedded in Acts; for it throws a 
flood of light on St. Luke’s methods. It shows us, not only 
two periods of literary activity in St. Luke’s life, but also that 
he was the kind of writer who worked by making notes as he 
went. If he wrote the Travel-diary on his journeys with St. 
Paul, is it not most likely that he would have used the golden 
‘opportunity of St. Paul’s detention at Cesarea for making 
similar notes as to what men—and women—could tell him, 
there and at Jerusalem, of the life and sayings of the Lord ? 
Proto-Luke represents, in that case, first-hand the information 
as to our Lord gleaned by a singularly acute and delicate mind 
within thirty years of the Resurrection. 

But there is a reservation to be borne in mind. We have 
not got Proto-Luke itself, but Proto-Luke as edited by its author 
for publication in his amplified work, after he had read St. 
Mark. Dr. Taylor claims that, since it was his own work which 
the Evangelist was editing, the editorial alterations would 
probably not have been very great; and the fact of his allowing 
the “we” to remain in the Travel-diary when incorporated 
in Acts is some confirmation of this. But there is no denying 
that St. Luke’s use of the second Gospel shows him to have been 
bold as an editor. Professor Burkitt draws our attention to 
“a palmary instance’ of this—viz., Luke xix. 41-46—where 
the Cleansing of the Temple appears as no more than a pendant 
to the Weeping over Jerusalem, the Marcan story being greatly 
curtailed and a different impression given as to its bearing on 
events. Nevertheless, even with this necessary reservation 
borne in mind, what St. Luke wrote at Ceesarea before a.D. 60, 
even though we only know it through his own later edition of 
it, is obviously of the highest interest and moment. 

In publishing this provisional reconstruction of Proto-Luke, 
we must not be understood to commit ourselves to the theory. 
It has already secured the adhesion of such veteran Synoptic 
scholars as Professor Burkitt and Dr. Kirsopp Lake; but it 
has also distinguished critics, and there are still problems un- 
solved. We believe, however, that both scholars and less 
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technical readers will be glad to see the document set out as a 
whole. It is for that reason that we have decided to print 
it in one issue of this Journal. This course has, moreover, a 
further advantage. The present writer well remembers the 
day when, as an undergraduate at Cambridge, he read the 
whole of St. Mark’s Gospel in English at a sitting, and how he 
drew from it a new and startlingly vivid impression of the 
central Figure of the story. We suggest that Proto-Luke also 
should be read in that fashion—as a spiritual rather than as an 
intellectual exercise—and that the reader should not begin 
it until he can expect that he will be able to finish it without 
interruption. 

The value of Proto-Luke will be found not only in the 
narrative and discourse matter peculiar to itself, but also in the 
material also present in the Gospels of St. Mark and St. John, 
for here the witness of Proto-Luke is that of an independent 
and earlier authority. As containing testimony derived to a 
considerable extent from the women of Cesarea, Proto-Luke 
might be called the Gospel of Woman, but in view of its subject- 
matter, its interest in the Journey to Jerusalem, and above all 
_ in the Passion, its truer characterization is the Gospel of the 
Grace of God. 


THE FIRST DRAFT OF ST. LUKE’S GOSPEL 


THE aim of the present article is to give in a provisional form 
the text of Proto-Luke—that is to say, a draft of St. Luke’s 
Gospel in the form in which it appeared before the Evangelist 
knew and made use of the Gospel of St. Mark. It is no part 
of my purpose to describe or defend the critical arguments on 
which the Proto-Luke Hypothesis rests. For these arguments 
the reader is referred to Canon Streeter’s article in the Hibbert 
Journal for October, 1921, to his volume, The Four Gospels 
(Macmillan), published in 1924, and to my own investigation 
in Behind the Third Gospel: A Study of the Proto-Luke Hypo- 
thesis (Oxford, 1926). 

All that need be said here is that, by hypothesis, Proto- 
Luke is a document compiled, as I believe, by St. Luke himself 
about the year a.D. 65, which had for its basis that compilation

of the sayings of Jesus commonly known as Q. I believe Q 
to have been a document, but this assumption is by no means 
essential to the hypothesis. Whether Q is a document or not, 
a fusion of the sayings of Jesus with Cesarean material of a 
narrative and parabolic type lies at the basis of our Third 
Gospel. It is this source, and not the Gospel of St. Mark, 
which forms the framework of St. Luke’s writing. The Markan 
material is everywhere supplementary; within the Third Gospel 
it stands revealed as a later stratum, added by the Evangelist 
when his work assumed its final form. As I have argued in 
Behind the Third Gospel, I prefer to think that Proto-Luke was 
written some time after St. Luke’s departure from Cesarea. 
Its deficiencies, especially in respect of Galilean matter, pre- 
cluded anything like immediate publication. Not until the 
Evangelist was able to fill out his story by the aid of our Second 
Gospel, and by the material contained in the Birth Stories of 
Luke i. and ii., could the Third Gospel be given to the world 
in a form agreeable to its writer’s desires and intentions. Proto- 
Luke is no more than the first draft of a great work. Pro- 
visional, however, as its scope must have been, its importance 
to the historian can scarcely be exaggerated. With the excep- 
- tion of Q, Proto-Luke is the earliest form of Gospel writing . 
laid bare by the scalpel of New Testament criticism. 

Such, in broad outline, is the Proto-Luke Hypothesis. In- 
stead of a further discussion of its critical foundations, the 
present article attempts no more than to supply a provisional 
reconstruction of the text of Proto-Luke. It is obvious that 
we cannot hope to recover the exact form of the original docu- 
ment. A serious gap occurs at the point immediately pre- 
ceding the account of the Last Supper, and, as regards its 
language and precise literary form, we have to allow for a 
certain amount of alteration and recasting at the time when 
the final work was produced. In Behind the Third Gospel 
I have given reasons for the opinion that the alterations will 
not have been considerable when regard is paid to St. Luke’s 
editorial methods, and for the presumption that our present 
R.V. text represents the original document with considerable 
fidelity. It would, I think, serve little purpose to attempt to 
go behind the text with the idea of recovering the exact original. 
Such attempts are speculative in the extreme, and the results 
could never be viewed with any feelings of confidence. All thatI 
have done in this respect is to omit those passages in Luke xxiv. 
which are known as “ Western non-interpolations.” The text 
is left to speak for itself, without comment, beyond a few notes 
which indicate the subsequent Markan additions and the points 
where they were made. The reader should remember that 
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by hypothesis Proto-Luke is a draft and not a final Gospel; he 
should also take into account the suggestion that, even if 
Criticism is unable to put him in touch with the exact literary 
form of the source, the text as we have it now ought to provide 
sufficient ground for an appreciation of its fundamental scope 
and value.

8 For I also am a man set under authority, having under myself 
soldiers: and I say to this one, Go, and he goeth; and to another, 
Come, and he cometh; and to my servant, Do this, and he doeth it. 
9 And when Jesus heard these things, he marvelled at him, and turned 
and said unto the multitude that followed him, I say unto you, I 
have not found so great faith, no, not in Israel. 10 And they that 
were sent, returning to the house, found the servant whole.

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The Raising of the Widow's Son at Nain (vii. 11-17).

21 In that hour he cured many of diseases and plagues and evil spirits; 
and on many that were blind he bestowed sight. 22 And he answered 
and said unto them, Go your way, and tell John what things ye have 
seen and heard; the blind receive their sight, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are raised up, the poor have 
good tidings preached to them. 28 And blessed is he, whosoever shall 
find none occasion of stumbling in me. 


The Words of Jesus regarding John (vii. 24-28) and The Saying 
on Children playing in the Market Place (vii. 29-35). 


24 And when the messengers of John were departed, he began to 
say unto the multitudes concerning John, What went ye out into the 
wilderness to behold ? a reed shaken with the wind? 25 But what 
went ye out to see ? a man clothed in soft raiment ? Behold, they 
which are gorgeously apparelled, and live delicately, are in kings’ 
courts. 26 But what went ye out to see? a prophet? Yea, I say 
unto you, and much more than a prophet. 27 This is he of whom it 
is written, 

Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, 

Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 
28 I say unto you, Among them that are born of women there is none 
greater than John: yet he that is but little in the kingdom of God is 
greater than he. 29 And all the people when thy heard, and the 
publicans, justified God, being baptized with the baptism of John. 
30 But the Pharisees and the lawyers rejected for themselves the 


_ counsel of God, being not baptized of him.. 31 Whereunto then shall 


I liken the men of this generation, and to what are they like? 82 They

are like unto children that sit in the marketplace, and call one to 
another; which say, We piped unto you, and ye did not dance; we 
wailed, and ye did not weep.

And he saith, 
Master, say on. 41 A certain lender had two debtors: the one owed ~ 
five hundred pence, and the other fifty. 42 When they had not 
wherewith to pay, he forgave them both. Which of them therefore 
will love him most? 48 Simon answered and said, He, I suppose, 
to whom he forgave the most. And he said unto him, Thou hast 
rightly judged.

46 My 
head with oil thou didst not anoint: but she hath anointed 1 my feet 
with ointment. 47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, which are 
many, are forgiven; for she loved much: but to whom little i is forgiven, 
the same loveth little. 48 And he said unto her, Thy sins are forgiven. 
49 And they that sat at meat with him began to say within themselves, 
Who is this that even forgiveth sins? 50 And he said unto the woman, 
Thy faith hath saved thee; go in peace. 


A Preaching Tour of Jesus ; The Ministering Women (viii. 1-3). 


L. 8 1 And it came to pass soon afterwards, that he went about 

through cities and villages, preaching and bringing the good tidings

The Saying about the Unclean Spirit (xi. 14-26). 
Q. 14 And he was casting out a devil which was dumb. And it came 
to pass, when the devil was gone out, the dumb man spake; and the 
.. multitudes marvelled. 15 But some of them said, By Beelzebub the 
prince of the devils casteth he out devils. 16 And others, tempting — 
him, sought of him a sign from heaven. 17 But he, knowing their 
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thoughts, said unto them, Every kingdom divided against itself is 
brought to desolation; and a house divided against a house falleth. 
18 And if Satan also is divided against himself, how shall his kingdom 
stand ? because ye say that I cast out devils by Beelzebub. 19 And ¢».

54 And he said to the multitudes also, When ye see a cloud rising 
in the west, straightway ye say, There cometh a shower; and so it 
cometh to pass. 55 And when ye see a south wind plowing, ye say, 


There will be a scorching heat; and it cometh to pass. 56 Ye hypo- 
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crites, ye know how to interpret the face of the earth and the heaven; 
but how is it that ye know not how to interpret this time ?%57 And ° 
why even of yourselves judge ye not what is right? 58 For as thou 
art going with thine adversary before the magistrate, on the way give 
diligence to be quit of him; lest haply he hale thee unto the judge, 
and the judge shall deliver thee to the officer, and the officer shall 
cast thee into prison. 59 I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou have paid the very last mite. 


The Galileans and the Tower of Siloam (xiii. 1-5). 


L. i 3 1 Now there were some present at that very season which 

told him of the Galileans, whose blood Pilate had mingled with 

their sacrifices.

It 
shall turn to you for a testimony. Settle it therefore in your hearts, 
not to meditate beforehand how to answer: for I will give you a 
mouth and wisdom, which all your adversaries shall not be able to with- 
stand or to gainsay.
